VOTES OF THE COMMITTEE

In compliance with the Rules of the House of Representatives, the
following statement is made concerning the vote of the Committee on Ways and Means
during the markup consideration of H.R. 4952, “To direct the Secretary of Health and
Human Services to conduct a study and submit a report on the effect of the inclusion of
quality increases in the determination of blended benchmark amounts under part C of the
Medicare Program,” on June 21, 2018.

The vote on the amendment offered by Mr. Higgins to the amendment in the nature of a
substitute to H.R. 4952, which would require a study on creating a Medicare buy-in for
individuals aged 50-64, was not agreed to by a roll call vote of 14 yeas to 23 nays (with a
quorum being present).
